-53. A thermal-acoustic insulation/material as in claim 45, wherein a vertical incident 
acoustic absorptivity M a frequenc^#R00 Hz of said thermal-acoustic insulation material 
with a thickness of 25 mm is 48% or higher. - 



-54. A thermal-acoustic insoiatrOnrnaterial as in claim 45, wherein said carbon fibers 
are produced from anisotropic pitch obtained by polymerizing condensed polycyclic 
hydrocarbon. -
